New Party for Canada 


If the glue sticks, a new left-wing polit­ 
ical party is expected to have a deep ef­ 
fect 
on 
the Can adian 
political scene. 
Foun ded recently in Montreal, the New 
Party is a m erger of the ultra-liberal Co­ 
operative Cojnmonwealth Federation and 
the million-member Canadian Labor Con­ 
gress. 
The CCF has consistently received be­ 
tween 12 to 15 per cent of the popular 
vote but never has elected more than 30 
m em brs of Parliamen t. Its strength lay 
amon g the old protest movemen ts of the 
prairies. Adding the urban trade union 
vote could make the party a threat to 


both Liberals and Conservatives. 
The New P arty is something.new in pol­ 
itics—a blend of North American and Brit­ 
ish traditions into a ty pically Canadian op­ 
eration. The big question is whether the 
trade unionists, who are tough realists of 
moderate views, and the old CCF leaders, 
who tend toward the extreme left, can 
find enough in common to hold a party to­ 
gether. 
The experimen t will be interesting to 
watch because of its potential for chan g­ 
ing the complex of Canadian politics and 
the impact that failure might have on the 
American political scene.

forword to a pamphlet say s. 
“ It is incredible what mischief 
a few dedicated crackpots can 
wreak upon a great free society 
before its citizens can be alerted 
to the danger ” 
The dedicated crackpots a r e 
those who disagree, who have an­ 
other point of view. Apparently no­ 
body has any sense but me and 
thee and I doubt about thee. The 
c u r r e n t intolerance is sy mpt­ 
omatic of the nervousness which 
affects our people. The nervous­ 
ness comes from the fears which 
wars and great c h a n g e s en­ 
gender. It leads to pessimism, to a 
sense of frustration, to an assump­ 
tion that the jig is nearly up. It is 
neurotic defeatism. 
The truth of the matter is that 
history never ends. It goes right 
on. creating events and meeting 
new facts century by century . To­ 
day instead of dealing in centuries 
or decades, we are dealing in sec- 
or.ds and the arguments that were 
used in the 1930’s do not apply in 
the 1960’s. The changes that have 
taken place universally make it 
impossible to reach final conclus­ 
ions on po l i c y because alway s 
something unexpected and impond­ 
erable j u m p s up to upset the 
plans and purposes of even the 
best of men. 
There are those who are never 
affected 
by events. Their minds 
are made up about every thing and 
facts do not alter postulates. Some 
doctrinaire persons are sincere and 
h o n e s t but lack historic back­ 
ground and reject displeasing data. 
For instance, it is possible to be­ 
lieve that bomb testing should nev­ 
er he done. It is even possible to be­ 
lieve that the va r i o u s bombs 
should not have been invented. The 
fact is that the bombs do exist; 
that S o vi e t Russia has resumed 
testing; that an increasing number 
of countries are making bombs and 
that the United States cannot af­ 
ford to ignore the facts. 
There are those who are not so 
sincere in the pursuit of doctrines. 
Particularly offensive are some 
who call themselves former F.B.I. 
agents, thus giving to themselves 
labels which provide the appear­ 
ance of special knowledge. The 
question arises, if t h e s e persons 
were so vital to the work of the 
F.B.I,, why did they leave that or­ 
ganization and how can it survive 
without them. 
I have l e a r n e d that a former 
F.B.I. agent is generally just form­ 
er. rl here are few who enjoy contin­ 
uing relationships and those few 
are holding down jobs in the same 
general field of work as the F.B.I. 
Naturally it is an advantage to 
a man to have served in the F.B.I., 
but like all organizations, it has 
men on top and men who never 
rise; it has men who are efficient 
and t h o s e who have to he let out 
because they do not make good. 
Employ ment by the F.B F. is not a 
permanent 
badge 
of efficiency , 
knowledge or responsibility . When

in Berlin are inspiring a growing J 
number of Americans to think 
about survival in a possible atom­ 
ic war. 
Business 
has its own 
geiger 
counters recording this. They are 
the companies that make bomb 
shelters or fallout hideaways and 
the companies readying .special 
supplies to stock such shelters. 
Also, most companies are to be 
queried by the government as to 
plans to protect employes or cus­ 
tomers if danger arises during 
working or shopping hours. 
All in the shelter business re­ 
port a marked pickup in interest. 
Inquiries are up, actual sales are 
multiplying, many newcomers are 
jumping into the production and 
installation fields. 
The spurt has come since Presi­ 
dent Kennedy warned the Ameri­ 
can public July 25 that the world 
situation was worsening. Interest 
jumped again after the Commu­ 
nists verified this with their wall 
dividing Berlin and the resump­ 
tion of their nuclear tests with its 
threat of fallout. 
Upcoming United States under­ 
ground tests won’t add to the tail- 
cut but may increase the nervous­ 
ness over the open resumption of 
the atomic race. 
New interest in building shel­ 
ters, however, is far from unani­ 
mous. 
Various newspaper 
polls 
show a hard core of apathy and 
fatalism. Many citizens doubt they 
could survive an atomic blast and : 
so regard shelter building as fu­ 
tile. 
Shelters fall into three broad 


types. There is the public shelter 
holding a sizable number caught 
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gested areas; the blast shelter at 
home designed to protect those 
at some distance from the lethal 
center of the blast but still in 
danger; and the fallout shelter 
for those too far from the point 
of impact to have felt the blast 
but faced with the lingering ef­ 
fects of radiation in the atmos­ 
phere.

The clarificatkm was p romp ted 
by questions from the p ublic fob 
lowing the recent “harvest alert 
for traffic safety’* released joint 
ly by the highway safety dep art­ 
ment and the Agricultural Exten­ 
sion Serv ice at The 
O h i o State 
University, Columbus, 
In re-« mp hasizing p ortions of le­ 
gal requirements involved in the 
p roblem, the highway safety de­ 
p artment noted that the Ohio Re­ 
vised Code p rovides that “any 
motor vehicle in use 
o n a high­ 
way shall be equip p ed with, and 
the required signal shall be given 
by, signal lights, or a mechanical 
signal device when the distance 
from the center of the top of the 
steering p ost to the left outside 
limit o f the body, cab or load of 
luch motor vehicle exceeds 14 feet, 
whether a single or 
d ou b l e ve­ 
hicle or a combination of ve­ 
hicles.’’ 
The highway safety dep artment 
clarification also stressed that sig­ 
nals, when given by hand and arm, 
shall be made from the left side 
of the vehicle.

Vehicle Signal 


Question Clear 


The Ohio Department of High­ 
way Safety has issued a clarifica­ 
tion on proper use of signals and 
signal equipment on farm vehicles 
using public roads and highways.
